A SKETCH OF 
WAR. 


The moon in all her oriental splen- 


dor, was surrounded by innumerable 
little stars ; the sky was one sheet of 
pure unspotted blue; the breeze was 
cool, but refreshing and renovating; 
all nature seemed at rest, saving the ap- 
parent whispering of men as if in secret 
council; the scene was awfully still and 
lonely, broken only at intervals, by the 
challenging of the watchful sentinel in 
the fort of Diegg, in Bengal.

on the night of 
December, 1804, at

1455, a comet appeared which was look- 
ed upon in Europe with horror, except 
by astronomers, and the people were 
so terrified at the success of the Turk- 
ish arms al that time, and thinking the 
comet was the cause of

the occasion, in which even his holiness 
cursed the Turks, comet and all. 


So htle as the beginning of the 18th 


century, Mr. Whiaion, the friend and 
companion of Newton, supposed com- 
ets to be the abodes of the damned, who, 
by being, alternately wheeled by ihe 
comet from the chilling regions of cold 
and darkness in the remotest limits of 
the system, and then wafted into the 
very vicinity of the sun, were punished 
by the extremes of perishing cold, and 
d e v o u ri n g Jire. 


Much speculation and anxiety were 


produced both in Europe and America, 
by the comet which appeared in Sep- 
tember, 1811. Some ignorant people 
thought il was intended to produce the 
day of judgment; others, lhat it would 
strike against the earth, and instantly 
annihilate it. or approach so near as lo 
burn it up; others were so frightened 
as lo omit going lo market; many made

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traction, unless the comet consisted 
w h o l l y of water. 
Fur, if the m u t u a l at- 


traction of the earth and a comet, when 
20,000 miles asunder, is sufficient to 
draw them together, according to ihe 
calculation of the German astronomers, 
surely when once in contact, they would 
continue to be so, and we should have 
one world sticking to the side of anoth- 
er, but no such thing is seen, or ever 
has been, t h a t we know of; then where 
is the comet which caused the deluge? 
Will any one suppose that by its heal it 
melted or fused ihe earth ; and w h e n 
both became cool, t h e y u n i l e d and for- 
med one nenj globe ? 
Or, that, the col- 


lision was so great as to reduce both to 
aloms, which by their m u t u a l attrac- 
tion collected themselves into the globe 
which we now i n h a b i t ? 
Neither of 


these suppositions is consistent both 
with the laws of nature and the catas- 
trophe of the deluge. Were we to sup- 
pose that the comet which struck the 
e a r t h and produced the flood, was a 
perfectly aqueous body, 
this 
would 


solve the questio'n, provided the comet 
were not heated, but if they are healed 
as Newton conjectures, a globe of water 
not more than boiling hot, would soon 
be dissipated in steam. 
But to return 


to the subject of the comet calculated to 
approach the earth in June of the pres- 
ent year. 


Should this comet arrive as predict- 


ed in Germany, it w i l l be seven times 
nearer the carih than the moon is al 
her mean distance; as it will be between 
the earth and the sun, and consequent- 
ly Invisible t i l l it has passed its perihe- 
lion, unless its magnitude should be 
great, if it should be drawn to the earth 
it will not be seen descending excepting 
to those where the sun is above the hor- 
izon. 
If its orbit coincides with the 


plane of the ecliptic, and it should 
strike the earth when it is noon in New 
linqland, the point of contact will be a- 
mong the West India Islands, near 
which ihe sun will then be vertical.— 
If the lime of contact should he at our 
midnight, the comet will strike the 
earth in A s i a ; if near sunrise, in Eu- 
rope; and if near sunset, in the Pacific 
Ocean, which, by being pressed out of 
its pla* e by the comet, will overflow the 
land, and cause another deluge. 
But 


this, if the Bible be true, will never hap- 
pen, because the earth is never again lo 
be drowned by a "flood of water." 


On the 20th of June, this year, the 


Moon, Mars, and J u p i t e r , will he near 
the west at noon, and Saturn will be near 
the east, consequently those planets will 
attract the comet in a different direc- 
tion from what the earth will, which 
ttiil lend to prevent the coining in con- 
tact of the earth and comet. 


Finylly, though it may be possible for 


a comet to strike the earth or to come 
in contact with it. the chances against 
such an event are so numerous, that 
none need dread its occurrence,

American travellers in Kurope are 


generally and painfully struck by the 
squalid wretchedness of the laboring 
population, or rather of that part of the 
Copulation who ought to be laboring, 
and would, probably, if they could line! 
any thing to do. or if labor were not so 
'11'paid as to make begging quite as 
profitable an employment. 
Indeed it 


is no wonder that idleness and begging 
should form a regular branch of indus- 
try, as it remains untaxed, when the 
outlay of labor in the recognized de- 
partments of industry is burdened by 
taxes, or repressed by restrictions, Di- 
sposed to nearly as great insecurity. 
In Spain not a small part of the popula- 
tion is thus withdrawn from agricul- 
ture and Ihe handicrafts to the almost 
equally certain and profitable trade of 
robbing and smuggling. 
In England, 


this does not appeal- on the highway, 
but it may be seen in the various inge- 
nious crimes against property, and in 
the amount of ihe Poor-Rates, which 
may be considered as a kind of regular 
pay to those who might otherwise be 
marauders on society, and levy irregu- 
lar contributions in place of it. 


We often see in our journals invec- 


tives against the manufactures of Eng- 
land,-as if they were the cause of the 
wretchedness that prevails there- 
But 


what would have become of England if 
her population had not found employ- 
mem in these manufactures, which sup- 
ply the scantiness of her limits, and en- 
able her people to draw their support 
as it were from the whole world f The 
manufactures are nol an evil surely; 
they are only an insufficient remedy.— 
No one can doubt that Spain, for exam- 
ple, would be largely benefited by the 
introduction of manufactures, and so 
would Ireland. 
One of the greatest 


sources of Irish distress is admitted lo 
be ihe insecurity of society there, which 
prevents the investment of capital in 
manufacturing establishments. 
It is 


certainly very idle to impute wretched- 
ness as a consequence of manufactures, 
when under our own eyes they sustain' 
a healthy and comfortable population, 
who draw an adequate share of the pro- 
fit of the whole process. 
The fact 


seems to be, that in England, manufac- 
tures cannot wholly relieve the distress, 
and lliat here, in the present condition 
of our laboring population, they could 
not possibly produce it.—Bali. Jiifi£r.

]ence and patriotism, in which wo have no 
separate interest. 
We have been driven to 


it bv facts which concern yon. Our State is 
now harboring a fatal enemy; cherishing a 
plague of dreadful malignity ; submitting to 
a tax wkick brings no increase, to our treusii,- 
ry, while it perpetuates poverty, misery and 
crime. To prove this, let us state a few facts 
which may be relied on. 
Whatever may be 


said in favor of the temperate use of ardent 
spirits, (if that indefinite line could ever be 
drawn,) facts will show inconte.stibly, that the 
excessive use of them is the severest scourge 
with which our nation and our state are vis- 
ited : and you know that all drunkenness 
commences in the moderate use of them.— 
Ardent spirit destroys health : ardent spirit 
creates idleness : ardent spirit ruins charac- 
ter : ardent spirit makes paupers : ardent 
spirit makes criminals: ardent spirit brutali- 
zes men : ardent spirit destroys domestic 
happiness : ardent spirit ensures premature 
death : ardent spirit makes thre-i-fourths of 
the business and expense of our criminal 
courts, jails, and alms-houses : ardent spirit 
tlirows an immense tax on a Christian com- 
munity to support vice : ardent spirit unfits 
thousands and tens of thousands for the duties 
of this life, and exposes them to the awful re- 
tribution of the next. 
AH these charges, & 


more, can be substantiated. The testimony 
of the most eminent medical men in New- 
England, New-York. Pennsylvania, and Eu- 
rope, has been obtained on the first point.— 
Some of them say, that three-quarters, some 
that one-half their practice would at once 
cease if ardent spirits were no longer drank 
as a beverage. That ardent spirit makes 
three-fourths of our criminals, is the united 
testimony of judges and lawyers in this coun- 
try and in England. The most shocking ca- 
ges of murder have occurred under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. 
Almost all the cases of as- 


sault and battery likewise. Those guilty of 
burglary, larceny, counterfeiting, riots. Otc. 
are almost uniformly ascertained to have de- 
stroyed their moral sensibilities, and embol- 
dened themselves for the violation of their 
country's laws, by the inebriating cup. That 
every man loses Ins character when he 
drinks to excess is obvious. That it brutali- 
zes the man, the husband, the father, the 
mother; that it induces poverty, disease, and 
premature death; that it unfits for social and 
refined enjoyments; for duty to man and to 
our Maker in this life; for the pure and eleva- 
ted joys of JJeaven, none can question who 
have ever seen its operations in an individual 
case. But to what extent it is inflicting all 
these evils upon our fellow citizens is now the 
point which we wish more immediately to 
contemplate. 


In the early part of the present year a care- 


ful investigation was made by a committee 
consisting of gentlemen chosen from the most 
respected citizens in one of the wards of the 
city of Albany, relative to the intemperance 
of that section. The result was most alarm- 
ing. 
Jt was ascertained that there were ii 


the ward 112 places where ardentspirits were 


among UK. 
Maeh individual can indeed ex- 


ercise his own invention in devising methods 
for such an expenditure of the BUIIJ as would 
improve the intellectual, social, physical, and 
moral condit ion of all classes, and particularly 
uf those who suffer most severely by intem- 
perance. 
Jlow many schools could be erect- 


ed, for carrying the education of t!ie poorest 
to an extent not yet attained in any country. 
How many hospitals, and houses of humanity 
for the unfortunate, the sick, the friendless, 
would it not build. Then again, at the pre- 
sent value of money, the tax the city of Alba- 
ny pays to alcohol would pay the interest on 
six millions of dollars yearly; would build 
200 houses each year costing 1500 dollars 
each ; and rentiiOOO tenements at 150 dollars 
rent per year. 
Should the whole nation be 


taxed in the same proportion, say y()0,OOU 
dollars for every 25,000 inhabitants, it would 
amount to the enormous sum uf §J '14,000,000 
yearly. These facts and statements will ap- 
ply with greater or less force to every city, 
luwn, and village in the state. 


\Ve are now prepared to say what we want 


o accomplish,

our fellow-citizens throughout the Mute to
